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Reading problems and the mechanics of efficient reading concern 
almost everyone in our Society to-day and, especially, the librarian. 

It is, with real pleasure, that we introduce Dr. Coetzee with the 
advent of his series of articles "Lesse in die Leserkunde" appearing 
in our Journal. 

Dr. Coetzee has been Head of the Department of Library Science at 

the University of Pretoria, and in his series of nine articles he 
gives us a brilliant resumé of his work. This clarifies a scientific 
method for widening the cultural potential 
of the reader. Could this foreshadow the 
SHAPE OF THINGS TO COME? 
The theory presented by Dr. Coetzee, that 
all cultural objects are man’s discoveries he ties up with the idea 
that even man himself in his natural state with his physical attri- 
butes is a discovery of man. This concept of discovery of man for 
man takes him further into the fields of Discovery - "Discovery and 
invention" as he calls it; roughly for our purposes informative read- 
ing and creative reading. He makes clear that his divisions are not 
black and white but capable of merging. That a man may read to in- 
form himself and that he may read purely for aesthetics determines 
the reader-type, which Dr. Coetzee analyses by means of a graph. His 
last article correlates this analysis for the South African Reader. 

One wonders if this information could lead in the future to an im- 
proved standard of reading for the country, and, in all humility, 
whether our librarians, using it could lead their communities to new 
pastures. 

For to discover new channels of reading for more people would be 
just this: to give more readers greater vision.

Nou kan ons maklik die fout maak om n wetenskap te vereenselwig met 
wat in boeke van n bepaalde tipe staan. Joernaliste wat die publiek 
vertel dat ,die wetenskap" dit of dat s@, maak gewoonlik daardie 
fout. Wetenskap is nie iets wat geskrewe staan nie, maar iets wat 
mense met sekere deelstellings doen. Dit is n menslike bedrywigheid. 
Die inhoud van wetenskaplike boeke is eintlik maar net n verslag oor 
die resultate van navorsings- en dinkwerk. Om enige wetenskap te

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wat deur wetenskaplikes op daardie gebied verrig word. 

Daar is twee algemene doelstellings van wetenskapsarbeid. Die een 
is om die werklikheid, of n stuk van die werklikheid te verstaan. 
Die ander is om middels te vind om die werklikheid te verander. 
Wetenskapsarbeid is ontdekking en uitvinding. Die werklikheid is 
egter n baie groot geheel en dit is onmoontlik vir een persoon om te 
probeer om dit in sy omvang en gekompliseerdheid te verstaan. Daarom 
vind daar spesialisasie plaas en ontstaan daar vakwetenskappe. 

As ons nou ons kennis omtrent die leserkunde wil verruim, dan moet 
ons vra: watter deel van die werklikheid wil die leserkundiges ver- 
staan, en watter veranderings wil hulle te weeg bring, en watter 
middels het hulle vir hierdie oogmerk gevind? Ons kan op hierdie 
vrae voorlopige antwoorde gee wat korrek sal wees maar nie volledig 
nie. Hulle sal soos volg lui: 


(a) Bestudeerde werklikheid: die leser as sodanig met insluiting 
van die maniere waarop hy lees en die leesstof wat hy verkies. 

(b) Veranderinge beoog: n Verbetering van die lektuurvoorsiening 
sodat elke leser die boeke kan kry wat hy verkies, maar op so n 
wyse dat sy smaak en oordeelkundigheid gereeld verbeter. 

(c) Middels: Voorlopig het die leserkunde nog nie veel bereik nie, 
om redes wat later sal bespreek word, maar daar is tog sekere 
suggesties wat uit die kennis wat ons opgedoen het voortvloei. 


Een van die redes waarom die resultate van die leserkunde so 
teleurstellend is, was oorhaastigheid om praktiese resultate te ver- 
kry. Maar mens kan geen bevredigende praktiese resultate kry nie as 
jy nie, eerstens weet waarmee jy te doen het nie en tweedens n duide- 
like beeld het van wat jy beoog nie. Na my mening het die Leserkunde 
te min aandag geskenk aan die teoretiese bestudering van die leser as 
individu en as lid van n gemeenskap, sy drange, wense en begeertes, 
sy tekortkominge, sy moontlikhede, veral sy opvoedbaarheid. Tweedens 
het die leserkunde geen duidelike beeld van wat hy wil doen nie, van 
n ideaal van die mens as leser en meer as leser. 

By die bestudering van enige werklikheid, probeer ons daardie werk- 
likheid in die eerste plek begryp en om hom te begryp moet ons heel- 
temal afsien van enige idee om hom te verander. Ons soek eers wat 
genoem word ,teoretiese‘ kennis. Hoe vollediger ons teoretiese ken- 
nis hoe groter sal die moontlikheid wees om in die werklikheid in te 
gryp, "to remould it nearer to our heart’s desire." 

U sal in hierdie lesse aanvanklik veel vind wat ,akademies" is en 
skynbaar van hoegenaamd geen praktiese belang nie. Die ,akademiese" 
kennis is egter noodsaaklik.

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CONTEMPORARY DEVELOPMENTS IN 
LIBRARY BOOK STORAGE 


J.M. Miszewski A.R.I.B.A. M.I.A. 


Whenever storage is considered, the circulation accessibility has 
to be studied at the same time. Storage and circulation are two 
indivisible matters. There are products which use full storage 
Space, bulk goods such as, for instance, sand and coal. Such goods 
are stored and removed in bulk without any need for selection. In 
storage of single products, when any stored piece may be required at 
any time, a direct approach is needed to every single item. The ob- 
vious solution is a stack system with gangways allowing for free cir- 
culation about them. 

In a library room with conventional book stack system (Pigure 1) 
the double stack is 18 inches to 20 inches wide, the minimum passage 
width is 30 inches. The area for circulation is much larger than the 
area covered by bookstacks. If we now consider the number of books 
required at a given time and the number of persons dealing with it, 
we discover that in certain parts of the library only one or two 
gangways are being used at the same time, and some gangways are 
almost never used. Generally it can be assured that a very large 
area for circulation is unproductive. 

In view of the high cost of the building construction and more 
often lack of space to enlarge library buildings, it was obvious that 
some means of increasing the capacity of the stack room had to be 
found, 

In the old libraries where ceilings were often high the first move 
was to put stack upon stack, thus often doubling the capacity of the 
room. But of course the access became rather difficult to the upper 
stacks. At first ladders were installed, then a kind of a "catwalk" 
at each stack level. 

In vertical direction the building became packed tight but horizon- 
tally at every working plane the circulation area still occupied more 
than 50% of the room. 

To improve that situ«tion a movable shelving was devised. For a 
long time it did not bave much success, possibly because of a rather

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low technical standard. Book stacks were supposed to be moved manual- 
ly and usually lengthwise. Increase in capacity was offset by ex- 
tremely difficult and lengthy operating process. 

Ballbearings, mechanical power and general improvement in mechani- 
cal standards made possible the working up of new types of movable 
shelving, which now were moved fast, sideways, manually through re- 
duction gears, or by mechanical power. 

A certain type manufactured in France consists of overhead rails 
resting on every fourth bookstack with the three in between hanging 
from those rails (Figure 2). There is only one gangway to such a 
group which can be opened in any place by bunching or separating the 
hanging stacks. One gangway for four stacks greatly improves the 
storage capacity where replacing the conventional layout of one gang- 
way to each stack. 

A Swiss system devised by Hans Ingold, is based on the sideways 
movihg bookstack on rails bedded in the floor and propelled by an 
electric motor. (Figure 3).. 

The system consists of two movable groups of double stacks on both 
sides of a centre fixed double stack. The number of movable stacks 
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is governed by the load and space available. An economical layout 
for libraries consists of eight 24 foot long double stacks to each 
Side of the centre fixed stack, making total No. 17 double units each 
24 foot long. 

A % horse power electric motor is installed at the bottom of the 
centre fixed unit and it drives two continuous cables situated in 
floor channels, under all movable stacks. The latter consist of 
bookshelves fixed on steel bases with wheels mounted on ball bearings. 
They roll on steel tracks bedded in the floor and a guide channel at 
the back keeps the stacks in parallel position. 

To operate the unit the motor is switched on setting cables in 
motion. The bunch of stacks to right and left of the centre stack 
can be split in between any two shelves to form access to required 
books. Each movable stack has its own clutch which grips the cable. 
The clutch is engaged by moving a lever in the direction the stacks 
are to be moved. This grips the selected part of the continuous 
cable moving away and towards the central unit. 

The gangway being only one to eight stacks, as in our example, can 
be designed much wider to allow for comfortable trolley manoevring. 
The area in relation to that covered 
by stacks will always be favourable. 
There is no danger of being crushed 
between stacks - in case of resis- 








tance the cable slips through the 





clutch. When there is a power 
failure the stacks can easily be 





pushed manually. When the stacks 
are bunched together they can be 
locked for security reasons. Edges 
to shelves have rubber strips to 
make the interior dust proof and, of 











course, light proof. 
These new book stacking systems are 
not supposed to replace the standard 





fixed book shelf, but an addition to 








the range at the disposal of the li- 








braries. Certain books i.e. new ac- 
quisitions, or exhibits, will always 
be displayed on some open supports 








with plenty of space about. When the 





public is allowed to select books, 








they surely cannot be allowed to 








operate mechanical shelving, and the 
number of people per gangway in that 











case warrants a ratio of one gangway 
to one stack.

Mr. Shute, librarian at Kirkwood Public 
Library, formerly a farmer, never dreamed in 
his wildest moments that he would become a 

Mr. W.T. Shute librarian. 


It was with great pleasure that I heard one day the Chairman of the 
old Library Committee, declare that a meeting had unanimously voted 
in favour of handing over all the assets of the Library, to the Muni- 
cipality for the purpose of becoming a member of the Provincial Li- 
brary Scheme. We then had a membership of 120 (one hundred and twen- 
ty) members who payed two guineas for four books £1.5.0. for two 
books, and 5/- for children. At this momentous meeting there had 
been seventeen members, the Town Clerk, a Provincial Councillor and 
the local member of the Divisional Council. These people all had 
their say and a few members had asked questions. 

The committee handed over the plot of ground, the building, 12,000 
books and £950 cash to the Municipality and the deed was done. It 
had been realised, by the Committee at least, that it would have been 
impossible to carry on the Library, after the Provincial subsidy had 
been withdrawn, without raising the subscription to the neighbourhood 
of £5 per annum, and it was quite obvious that parents of the child 
members would not pay that amount. In addition to this it was real- 
ised, and the Chairman had made this very clear, that under the Free 
Library Scheme books would become available in such quantity and 
quality as the old Library could never have afforded. 

Well, the day arrived when Miss Leipoldt and Miss Epstein made 
their appearance and started weeding out all the non-essentials that 
had accumulated since 1914. Great consternation was expressed by 
some of the foundation members when they heard that some of their 
favourites had fallen under the axe. It was my duty then to reassure 
them that whenever they wanted to read "The Mill on the Floss" or 
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Waverley Novels these would be available from the Free Library Scheme 
I think the word FREE had some magic quality which in some way al- 
layed their fears that the library was being destroyed. 

With the arrival of five delightful young ladies and Mr. Laubscher 
from Cape Town to do the reorganisation work I was sure that we were 
in the Scheme. 

I am not a qualified Librarian, in fact never in my wildest moments 
had I ever imagined that I would ever become a Librarian, but it so 
happened that I volunteered to do the job because the librarian had 
had to leave at one hours notice to take care of her home. I was a 
Committee member and retired from farming, amongst other things. I 
only took on the job because the other members of the Committee were 
looking so down in the mouth because of the crisis, and keeping so 
very quiet after the Chairman had asked us what we proposed doing 
about the appointment of a new Librarian. One of my failings is that 
I can never keep my mouth shut at the proper time, and so it was that 
I heard myself say, "Well 1’11 do it until we can find someone else". 

The Chairman thanked me nicely and proposed that as there was no 
other business the meeting should end. He handed me the key of the 
Library and cracked that old joke about going to him if ever I needed 
any advice, and was gone after the other members who had already dis- 
appeared. They kept out of my way for the next week or two until the 
Chairman, apparently, gave them to understand that I had settled in. 
Looking back on that meeting, I have no hesitation in saying now that 
it was the first time in my life that I had ever opened my mouth with- 
out putting my foot into it. 

Every moment the reorganisation team were here was a delight to me. 
They were so enthusiastic that the dust of thirty-seven years could 
not diminish their efforts. Cynthia bashing the typewriter, Sitie 
and Wouna writing out cards and compiling a catalogue as if their 
life depended on it, while Frances and Innes pored over the heavy 
Dewey Classification Encyclopedia in between carrying huge piles of 
dusty books from one place to another. 

Their activities were so infectious that it was not long before I 
barged in with my typewriter and, in between answering questions such 
as, "Who was the Prime Minister of Tristan da Cunha in 1742", carry- 
ing books, squeezing oranges (it was the citrus season), cleaning my 
specs and listening to the thump.. thump... thump of Laubscher’s 
number stamp, I managed to do a bit of work, and what was most impor- 
tant I thoroughly enjoyed every moment of it. It was a sad day when 
the team had completed their work and departed. 

Infection with any disease is very hard to eradicate, but unlike 
tuberculosis or say "polio", there is, apparently no antidote to ad- 
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minister to anyone who is infected with a good dose of Library work. 
So it was that after the team had departed and I had washed down the 
shelves and cleaned up the mess a bit, I started in typing out a card 
index of the 10,000 odd books that had survived the winds of change. 
I always thought that typists had a very soft job, sitting down all 
day and fiddling with their fingers, I know better now, but the job 
was done. 

Dr. Th. Friis breezed in one day or rather one evening, and during 
a five minute interview with the Town Clerk and myself, had ripped up 
the unsightly concrete floor and relaid it with semastic tiling, 
painted the whole place out, (it needed it) and rebuilt the library 
to the proper specifications. He was half way to Jansenville before 
the Town Clerk realised what had been going on. At his request I 
recapitulated the various items mentioned by Dr. Friis, at Kirkwood 
tempo. The Town Clerk was dazed but non-committal. 

After the battle of Kirkwood Library, in which I was very ably 
assisted by Mrs. Coetzee, then Regional Librarian at Port Elizabeth, 
the doors were opened to the public, most of whom [ had managed to 
persuade to become members. The Free Library was, at first, viewed 
with grave suspicion by most of the adults. The old members however 
flocked in and signed on the dotted line. 

Having been coached somewhat by Miss te Groen re the feminine re- 
luctance to state age, I negotiated that hurdle with my imagination 
and knowledge of the applicants. A large number of my members had to 
be cajoled and jollied along and it is a good thing for me that soli- 
citing membership to the Library is not, as yet, a punishable offence 
or I would have been incarcerated in the town jail most of the time 
and unable to attend to my duties at the library. I will say this I 
never had to actually stun anyone to get them into the building where 
the application cards were. Just a little imagination was all that 
was required. The children were there "en masse", they did not care 
two hoots about age or anything else. Here was something FREE, let’s 
have it. The parents were more cautious, but hearing of others who 
had taken the plunge and survived they began to take courage, and by 
the opening day I had 435 members. 

We opened the Library on the 5th of November 1960, Mr. Fourie the 
Regional Librarian was there and with his assistance the place looked 
fairly well. Stocked with wonderful books from the depot it approach- 
ed more nearly my hearts desire. 

The Mayor had consented to perform the opening ceremony and assist- 
ed by the Headmaster of the High School and the Chairman of the Libre 
ry Committee and a few of the members he did manage to get the place 
openéd eventually. The public came too and the building was packed 
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with them. After the speeches everyone adjourned to the Municipal 

Building where tea was laid on by the A.C. V.V. I stayed behind to 

attend to the issuing of books. At 12 noon I closed the door as the 
building was packed to suffocation and by 1-30 I had managed to get 
the last person out of the way. I was feeling limp and the place was 
a shambles. 

The pressure increased as days passed and I began to wonder if I 
had not taken on a bit more than I could manage. I was issuing be- 
tween four and five hundred books a day and enrolling members at the 

: same time. My wife came to my rescue and took charge of the enrol- 
ment or if she was too busy I asked one of the older school children 
to do that part. This left me free to concentrate on the book issue. 
The peak arrived towards the end of December after the school had 
broken up, I issued over five hundred books and enrolled twenty-four 
new members in one day, luckily my wife was present and took care of 
some of the enrolment. 

Since December the pressure has subsided until now I am issuing an 
average of 270 books a day and have a membership which is still grow- 
ing, of nine hundred and thirty. There are still a few of my pals 
whom I am sure I can persuade to become members, the difficulty 
being to get them into the Library. The children are my greatest 
reward, their enthusiasm seems to be endless, especially those from 
the poorer homes. Sometime when my back aches and my feet seem to be 
burning my shoes off, I wonder to myself what is making me do all 
this and my answer is the next scruffy little urchin that comes into 
the Library. 

There are times of course when the battle with the Council, my 
aching back and feet and an overwhelming sense of frustration combine 
to make me feel the need of a sympathetic shoulder on which to lean. 
Someone who knows all that a Librarian has to put up with from the 
: authorities that control the purse, and the peculiar bods who TRY to 

make things difficult. 

And I am very fortunate in having such a shoulder on which to lean 
and someone who having the same type of worries as myself can still 

find it possible to give me words of 

: 5 a Sympathy and encouragement and can 

“au end an ear to plaint. This spirit 

Bof co-operation which pervades those 
of the Provincial Library Scheme is 
the most encouraging thing I have 
discovered, and while this continues 
there can be very little that can 
injure the scheme.

This is a fine biography of one 
of the leading luminaries of the 
English Bar.

them in the face. Reduced to 
fundamentals, the latent primi- 
tive in all human beings rises to 
the surface, overwhelming to a 
greater or lesser degree the 
centuries of civilisation inbred 
in each individual according to 
his or her character, background 
and personality. 

Stark survival of the fittest 
is cleverly emphasised by the 
sudden introduction of a descrip- 
tion of a death duel between a 
tarantula and a wasp and the 
introduction of a troop of 
baboons becoming increasingly 
menacing. A death duel between 
one of the party and the leader 
of the baboon troop means primi- 
tive survival on one side or the 
other. 

The writing is terse with an 
economy of words.
